Dear  Sir:- 


Recent  events  having  hronght  Belgium  into  the  limelight, 
the  literature  of  the  Belgian  people,  Both  of  Dutch  and  French 
expression,  has  Become  an  oBject  of  great  interest  to  the  people 
at  large.  It  would  seem  appropriate,  then,  to  suggest  that  one 
or  more  lectures  on  this  suBject  might  Be  welcomed  By  your  fac¬ 
ulty  and  students  during  the  coming  Summer— session. 

A  Belgian  By  Birth,  a  Ph.D.  of  the  University  of  Liege, 

I  was  in  turn  instructor  in  French  in  the  University  of  Edin- 
Burgh,  a  student  of  Butch  in  Leyden  and  of  German  literature 
in  Munich  and  Berlin,  whence  I  was  called  to  teach  German  in 
the  University  of  Wisconsin. 

Belgium  and  especially  Belgian  literature  in  its  douBle 
aspect,  i.e.  Flemish  and  French,  are  thoroughly  familiar  to  me. 
ContriButions  to  a  numBer  of  prominent  periodicals  in  Europe  and 
America  (The  Uineteenth  Century  and  After,  London;  Tydschrift 
voor  Nederlandsche  Taal-en  Letterkunde,  Leyden;  Le  Mus^e  Beige, 
Louvain;  Modern  Philology,  Chicago,  etc.)  Besides  a  study  on 
’Molidre  in  England*,  (puBlished  By  the  Royal  Academy  of  Belgium, 
Brussels,  1912)  have  given  me  a  fair  claim  to  solid  scholarship. 

Allow  me  to  quote  a  few  remarks  Bearing  on  my  recent  work: 

PROF.  WILMOTTE,  the  foremost  Belgian  critic,  says:  *’  J’ai  pu  me 
rendre  compte  de  I’aculte  d * oBservation  dont  temoigne  son  travail”, 

PROF,  CHAS.  SAROLEA,  Chairman,  Department  of  Romance  Languages, 
University  of  EdinBurgh:  ”Mr.  Gillet  is  an  accomplished  linguist 
and  has  a  free  critical  faculty". 

PROP. ABEL  LEPRAUC,  Uni  varsity  of  Paris : ’*M. fillet  a  I'haBitude  de  la 
reflexion, de  la  pense'^e  independante ,et  le  gout  des  idees  g^ndrales", 

PROF.  W.  L. PHELPS,  Yale  University:  "Dr.  Gillet  is  a  friend  of 
mine,  whom  I  have  known  well  for  several  years.  He  is  not  only  a 
first  class  scholar  But  is  remarkaBly  well  informed  on  present  con¬ 
ditions  in  Europe,  and  his  lectures  should  Be  full  of  vital  interest 
and  information. " 

PROF.  VAH  HOPPEH,  Queen  Wilhelmina  Lecturer  in  Dutch,  ColumBia 
University:  "Dr.  Gillet  is,  in  my  opinion,  the  most  competent  man 
in  America  to  speak  on  the  Literature  of  Belgium,  that  literature, 
at  present,  of  such  tragic  interest  to  the  world,  of  which  so 
little  is  known  in  this  country." 

I  am  said  to  Be  an  effective  speaker.  The  suBject  may 
Be  treated  in  one,  two  or  three  lectures.  One  lecture,  of  course, 
would  remain  rather  general.  Two  might  treat  Flemish  and  Belgian- 
French  literature  separately.  Three  would  also  provide  for  an 
historical  introduction  and,  mayBe,  for  some  illustrative  read¬ 
ing.  A  set  of  six  would  allow  of  a  really  adequate  treatment.

SITEIT  TE  GRONINGEN  AAN  ZIJNE  GASTEN 
OP  29  JUNI  19H. 

De  voorzijde  van  den  penning  vertoont  de  Groningsche  Hoogeschool: 

MINERVA  GRONINGANA,  staande  tegenover  de  Nederlandsche 
Maagd.  Meet  dan  eens  heeft  Nederland,  zooals  men  lezen  kan  in  het  Ge- 
denkboek,  dat  heden  verschijnt,  het  nut  en  de  reden  van  bestaan  der 
Groningsche  Universiteit  in  twijfel  getrokken.  Daarom  is  het,  dat  deze  bij  het 
terugzien  op  haar  300  jaren  zich  verstout,  het  vaderland  te  herinneren  aan 
hare  verdiensten,  door  de  woorden,  ontleend  aan  Tibullus  I,  7,  9,  waarmee 
de  Groningsche  Minerva  de  Nederlandsche  Maagd  aanspreekt:  NON  SINE 
ME  TIBI  PARTVS  HONOS;  „Ook  ik  heb  bijgedragen  tot  uwe  eer". 

De  keerzijde  herdenkt  de  groote  beteekenis  der  Academie  in  de  geschiede- 
nis  van  het  gewest,  waaraan  zij  haar  stichting  te  danken  heeft.  ACADEMIA 
GRONINGANA  AB  VRBE  PAGISQVE  HAVD  FACILE  CONCOR- 
DANTIBVS  STRENVE  ET  FIDENTER  CONDITA  POST  SAE- 
CVLA  III  FELIX  FORTIS  FIRMA.  Moeilijk  kwam  eertijds,  over  welke  zaak 
ook,  de  eendracht  van  de  beide  leden  der  provincie :  Stad  en  Ommelanden,  tot 
stand;  hier  was  de  eendracht  bereikt  en  zou  ook  het  werk  heil-  en  duurzaam 
blijken.  Het  oude  academiewapen,  gevormd  door  dat  der  provincie,  waar- 
over  de  Bijbel  ligt  opgeslagen,  verzinnebeeldt  de  toedracht :  terwille  van  het 
boek  neigden  zich  ditmaal  althans  de  harten  der  Ommelanden  tot  den 
Groningschen  a  r  e  n  d ,  het  boek  houdt  Stad  en  Landen,  adelaar  en  harten, 
bijeen:  LIBER  CORDA  CONCILIA VIT  AQVILAE. 

Voor  wapenkundigen  zij  opgemerkt,  dat  de  figuren  in  het  Ommelander 
wapen  hier  met  goed  recht  als  harten  zijn  opgevat  en  niet  als  plompebladeren, 
wat  zij  oorspronkelijk  hebben  voorgesteld.  Immers  de  Staten  der  Omme¬ 
landen,  die  in  den  strijd  tegen  Spanje  en  de  toen  nog  Spaanschgezinde  stad 
omstreeks  1580  dat  oude  Friesche  wapen  aannamen,  hebben,  gelijk  uit  de 
berichten  van  dien  tijd  blijkt,  in  die  figuren  harten  gezien. 

De  voorzijde  is  gemodelleerd  door  Toon  Dupuis  te  's  Gravenhage,  het 
geheel  is  uitgevoerd  door  de  N.  V.  Koninklijke  Utrechtsche  fabriek  van 
Zilverwerken  van  C.  J.  Begeer  te  Utrecht. 


COMMEMORATION  MEDAL.  PRESENTED  BY 
THE  SENATE  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  GRONIN¬ 
GEN  TO  THE  GUESTS.  ON  THE  29™  OF  JUNE  1914. 


'"T^he  obverse  of  the  medal  represents  the  University  of  Groningen , 
MINERVA  GRONINGANA,  facing  a  female  figure  that  symbolizes 
the  Netherlands  (‘de  Nederlandsche  Maagd’).  As  may  be  seen  from  the  Jubilee 
Commemoration  Book  published  to  day,  the  University’s  claim  to  existence 
has  more  than  once  been  doubted  by  the  nation.  In  order  to  put  an  end 
to  such  doubts  the  Groningen  Alma  Mater,  looking  back  on  her  three  cen¬ 
turies,  makes  bold  to  remind  the  country  of  her  own  merits,  in  the  words  of 
Tibullus:  NON  SINE  ME  TIBI  PARTVS  HONOS:  “I.  too,  have  con¬ 
tributed  to  thy  glory”. 

The  reverse  of  the  medal  alludes  to  the  important  part  played  by  the 
University  in  the  history  of  the  province  to  which  it  owes  its  foundation : 
ACADEMIA  GRONINGANA  AB  VRBE  PAGISQVE  HAVD  FA¬ 
CILE  CONCORDANTIBVS  STRENVE  ET  FIDENTER  CONDITA 
POST  SAECVLA  III  FELIX  FORTIS  FIRMA.  Formerly,  the  Town 
and  the  ‘Ommelanden’  (i.  e.  the  surrounding  country),  which  together 
constituted  the  Estates  of  the  province,  could  only  with  difiiculty  be  induced 
to  combine.  In  this  case,  however,  unity  was  attained  and  by  a  common  effort 
a  good  work  was  set  on  foot  which  in  the  sequel  was  to  prove  enduring. 

The  old  University  coat  of  arms,  consisting  of  the  arms  of  the  province 
on  which  a  Bible  lies  open,  symbolizes  the  way  in  which  this  result  was 
obtained:  for  the  sake  of  the  Book,  the  Hearts  of  the  ‘Ommelanden’ 
for  once  were  inclined  towards  the  Town  Eagle:  the  book  keeps  together 
the  eagle  and  the  hearts:  LIBER  CORDA  CONCILIAVIT  AQVILAE. 

For  the  benefit  of  heraldists  it  may  be  added  that  the  symbols  in  the 
‘Ommelanden’  coat  of  arms  are  rightly  interpreted  here  as  hearts,  not  water- 
lily  leaves,  though  originally  this  was  what  they  signified.  From  contem¬ 
porary  evidence  it  appears  that  the  Estates  of  the  ‘Ommelanden’  really  took 
them  for  hearts  when,  about  1580,  in  the  struggle  against  Spain  and  the 
Town,  which  was  still  under  Spanish  rule  at  the  time,  they  adopted  the 
old  Frisian  arms  as  a  device. 

The  face  of  the  medal  has  been  modelled  by  Toon  Dupuis,  the  Hague, 
the  whole  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Royal  Manufactory  of  Silverworks 
C.  J.  Begeer  Ltd.,  Utrecht.

Die  Riickseite  gedenkt  der  grossen  Bedeutung  der  Universitat  fiir  die  Ge- 
schichte  der  Provinz,  der  sie  ihre  Griindung  verdankt :  ACADEMIA  GRO¬ 
NINGANA  AB  VRBE  PAGISQVE  HAVD  FACILE  CONCORDAN- 
TIBVS  STRENVE  ET  FIDENTER  CONDITA  POST  SAECVLA 
III  FELIX  FORTIS  FIRM  A.  Mit  diesen  V^orten  wird  darauf  hingewiesen, 
dass  die  Stadt  und  die  ..Ommelanden”,  welche  zusammen  die  Stande  der 
Provinz  Groningen  bildeten,  wie  schwer  es  auch  in  den  meisten  Fallen  halten 
mochte,  die  Eintracht  zwischen  ihnen  herzustellen,  sich  in  diesem  Falle 
einmiitig  zu  einem  gemeinsamen  Werke  verbanden,  das  sich  dauerhaft  und 
segensreich  erweisen  sollte.

The  present  appeal  is  an  appeal  against  this 
decision  of  Ihe  Council  confirming  the  report  of  the  ex¬ 
aminer  and  since  that  decision  was  arrived  at' after  a  full 
consideration  of  all  the  facts,  including  the  appeal  of  the 
candidate,  Council  sees  no  reason  for  cailir^  in  luostion 
that  decision.
